FAREWELL, FOXY 

Bizarre remembers the artist and alt.model, Lisa 'Foxy Goat' Koziol-Ellis, who was 
murdered in March 


BIZARRE WISHES TO EXTEND ITS 

condolences to the family and friends of 
Lisa Koziol-Ellis, a long-standing contributor 
to the magazine who was murdered in March. 

Regular Bizarre readers will be familiar 
with what Lisa called her "bizarre and 
smutastic" artwork, which has featured 
many times in the magazine under the alias 
Foxy Goat. Most recently, Lisa's drawing 
titled 'Cthulhu's Slutbag' (see right, below) 
was showcased in our 'Readers' Art' section 
in Bizarre 199. Sadly, Lisa never saw her 
latest work in print. 

In the early hours of 3 March, in the 
US town of Elgin, Illinois, Lisa's husband, 

Dash Ellis, returned home to discover his 
wife had been attacked. Tragically, Lisa 

- who'd moved into the apartment only three 
days earlier - could not be revived, and died 
at the scene from multiple stab wounds. 

At the time of writing, a suspect has been 
charged with Lisa's murder, as well as home 
invasion and burglary; if found guilty, they 
face between 20 and 100 years in prison. 

REMEMBERING FOXY 

In the days following Lisa's murder, 
a Facebook page titled 'Justice for Lisa 

- Help Lisa Koziol-Ellis' was established, and 
the number of supporters swells by the day. 

As well as streams of supportive 
comments - which Lisa's family say have 
been a great source of comfort - the Facebook 
page has also listed details of self-defence 
classes and counselling services, and has 
fostered a strong sense of community 
amongst those affected by Lisa's death. 

Lisa's friends and fans have also used 
the Facebook page to help raise funds for her

funeral and memorial service, along with 
other costs Lisa's family has incurred in 
the wake of her passing. So far a night 
hosted by Chicago's Ties and Tassels 
Productions has raised over $3,000 (£1,940), 
while the upcoming 'Slits, Bits And Hits: The 
Smutastic Foxy Goat Lisa Memorial Show' in 
Chicago's Cobra Lounge on 15 June will also 
aim to raise funds with an event that includes 
10 live bands, alongside burlesgue 
and adcshow performers.

Although Lisa's life has been senselessly 
snuffed out, her light continues to 
burn brightly and her friends, fans and 
family are working hard to keep her 
spirit alive.

"I can make 
the chains long enough to be hidden under 
clothing," she says. "Many couples hold collaring 
ceremonies for 24/7 wear; however, I mainly 
collar Howard at events. Our friends are aware 
of our fetish lifestyle, but our families only have 
a sneaking suspicion." 

You can buy a full set of Madame Dee's 
made-to-measure slim chain restraints, 
including the collar (right), for less than £50. 
For thicker chains it's a tenner more. Purse- 
friendly prices for 24/7 restraints or padlocks 
can be discussed directly with Madame Dee, 
who'll continue to maintain a heavy presence 
at The Alternative & Burlesgue Fairs run by 
Heresy N Heelz, and is trading at fetish fair

THE DAMNED 


London / New York theatre group, Second Skin, Is putting on macabre plays In a basement 


IF WEST END STAGE SHOWS ARE TOO 

sappy for your moribund tastes, come hither 
for something a little darker... 

Second Skin Theatre, co-founded by 
director Andy McQuade, has spent the last 
five years putting on independent productions 
that are becoming both increasingly popular 
and macabre. 

Following a sold-out run of Blood Privilege, 
a gloomy account of Hungarian virgin killer 
Elizabeth Bathory, and a controversial play 
based on Edgar Allan Poe's tales, the group are 
currently giving Oscar Wilde's masterpiece, The 
Picture Of Dorian Gray, a menacing makeover... 

How did Second Skin come about? 
McQUADE: I was working for other theatre 
groups, but I became frustrated that there 
weren't any outlets for dark, gothic plays. 

We have finally obtained our own space at 
the White Rabbit in Stoke Newington, north 
London, and are also in the process of setting 
up Second Skin New York for three or four 
productions a year. 

You did a production of Edgar Allan 
Poe shorts in a church, which proved 
controversial. Why was that? 

There were complaints that we were 
staging a horror play in a church, which was 
compounded by the fact that we buried an 
actor alive in the graveyard! We 'safely' buried 


him beneath 3in of soil in consecrated ground, 
and halfway through the show he burst out. 

It was one of those rare moments in theatre 
where most of the audience screamed. But 
the church refused to shut down the show 
or insist we change it. 

You're currently putting on a version of 
The Picture Of Dorian Gray. Tell us more. 
It's written by Rob Johnston, and is set in 
2007, at the time London won the Olympics 
Games bid, which is incorporated into the 
story in an explosive way. Dorian is played by 
Game Of Thrones star Laura Pradelska (who 
plays Quaithe in the TV show), so our Dorian 
is very androgynous. 'He' is also the most 
powerful banker in the country, and the 
most hateful character I've come across in any 
play. Next month we're doing a screwed-up 
double bill of William Whitehurst plays 
The Cockroach Dialogues and Pigeon Man 
Apocalypse. The latter is a harrowing tale 
about a young man who's been sexually 
abused by his mother, so he murders her, 
finds the love of his life, and then holes himself 
up in a basement, where he lives off pigeons. 
Talking of basements, the downstairs 
space at the White Rabbit you use adds 
claustrophobic intensity to your plays... 

I love it! Its cellar space is like a crypt where 
you're transported into another world. That the 
audience can almost smell or touch the actors

is important to what I'm doing. We attract 
a huge alternative crowd, and performing 
in these places is something I could never 
abandon. We tend to do our shows here first 
and then transfer them to larger venues later. 
A Picture Of Dorian Gray runs until 23 June, 
while The Cockroach Dialogues and Pigeon 
Man Apocalypse run from 3-15 July. Visit

Victor Lightworship's new black 
and white photo book, Strictly 
Bondage, is innocent and sweet. . . 



P rinting images in black and white 
can all too often be an attempt at 
making photography look 'classy', 
when in fact snaps are dull, derpy 
or disastrously shot. Moreover, if the subject 
matter is explicit, some photographers seem 
to think that working in monochrome will 
magically transform their snaps from 'porn' 
to 'art', as though draining the colour from 
a picture will stop the viewer from draining 
their semolina-breathing dragon's saliva all 
over it, prompting them to get all reflective 
and stroke their chin instead of their chipolata. 
Presenting images in this way doesn't always 
make a spread-leg shot of Lisa's gaping 
moaner into a Mona Lisa. 

Thankfully, while new ropes'n'g ropes 
photo book Strictly Bondage is printed solely 
in shades of grey (appropriately enough), 
it's a rare example of monochrome being 
used with maximum efficacy to enhance the 
dark, deviant mood of its scenes. It features 
a variety of women being tied up in complex 
shibari arrangements, with bindings lashed 
tight around their tits, suspending them by 
their wrists from garden trellises, or - as in one 
stand-out image - folding them backwards 
and connecting feet and elbows with 'handles', 
so that they can be carried like a suitcase. 
There's a girl in a suitcase too, folded like 
origami. There are ladies whose pussies are 


being shaved with gleaming cut-throat razors 
while they are restrained and prone; women 
in slouch socks being slapped and smacked 
(possibly for wearing slouch socks beyond 
1996); and a bride whose wedding dress 
is lifted to reveal that underneath the white 
skirts, the folds of her most private places 
are enwreathed with rough rope. 

Yet while the females are multiple, only 
one man is ever shown: an excitingly creepy- 
looking gent who resembles a combination of 
a (ahem) pussy-stroking Bond villain, an evil 
scientist, and Slugworth from the film Willy 
Wonka And The Chocolate Factory. This is 
Victor Lightworship, who not only takes the 
photos you see, but also ties all the rigging 
and then stars in them. Maintaining the same 
coldly neutral expression while tying up 
women, brutally pinching their flesh and 
spraying them with cold water in the manner 
of a basement kidnap torturer, he proves 
that he's not only expert at photographic 
composition and lighting, but a master of 
being deliciously frightening. Having seen 
these shots in colour, we can attest that the 
monochrome versions are far more effective 
at creating the adrenaline-inducing sense of 
thrilling threat and fun-plus-fe 
that throbs through the book. 

This is one situation in which 
S&M and B&W works. Hard. 

Strictly Bondage is out 
now from Goliath Books.

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I f you're a street artist, you ideally 
want a name that sounds grittier 
than a plimsoll full of gravel. 'Shepard 
Fairey', on the other hand, sounds like 
he might be best friends with Moonface and 
Silky from The Magic Faraway Tree, or is 
a cutesy animated character used to market 
supersoft guilted toilet tissue. Fairey's unlikely 
snuggly-jumpers-and-magic moniker hasn't 
held him back in the slightest, though; he's 
one of the world's richest and successful street 
artists, and founder of the ridonkulously popular 
OBEY clothing line - for whom artist Nalini 
'Deedee' Cheriel has been selected to design. 

Team that with the fact that Deedee is 
being represented in the UK by Coates And 
Scarry: an art-hit-making duo who have such 
a good eye for picking unusual and lowbrow 
stars we might start calling them 'eyebrow'. 


Then consider that Cheriel has recently held 
a solo exhibition, entitled Little Spirit And 
The Infinite Longing, at London's so-hip-it's- 
probably-got-a-pubic-bone Pure Evil Gallery. 
The result? This lady is about to kick some 
serious canv-ass here in Britain.

CH-CH-CH-CHERIEL BOMB 

Born in the hippy-dippy town of Eugene, 
Oregon, Cheriel's creative roots were 
originally connected to plectrums rather than 
paintbrushes. She established her first of 
a series of DIY-style punk bands along with 
her own record label at just 19. Variously 
a member of Juned, Adickdid, The Teenangels 
and The Hindi Guns, who played gigs with the 
likes of Hole, Beck and Bikini Kill, Cheriel was 
additionally responsible for crafting record 
covers and T-shirts - dents and shreds of 


which still influence her work today. 
Nowadays, our protagonist resides in Los 
Angeles, and musically she can't get enough 
of "listening to Jarvis Cocker's Sunday Service 
show on BBC Radio 6 while painting", 
enthusing, "I love the themes, poetry and 
historical references as well as interviews 
with people such as Leonard Cohen, and the 
super-obscure tracks... I only wish it were 
on more than once a week." While the Pulp 
frontman beguiles her with his whimsical 
witty witterings, Cheriel crafts pictures 
inspired by "feminism and naturalism, 
a childhood spent in deep dark woods, 

Indian temple imagery and folk art, travel, 
and signature multi-coloured stripes". 

Cripes, we hope no-one ever resets her 
stereo to Radio 1; we can't guite see the auto- 
tuned smeggy flatulence of Chris Brown or 
Pitbull being conducive to such themes of 
spirituality and empowered womanhood...

CREATURE COMFORTS 

Wild creatures such as birds and wolves 
abound in Cheriel's pictures, as do ancient 
Egyptian-god-tinged hybrids with animal 
heads and human bodies. "My paintings are 
petite narratives that try to offer comedic 
remedy for the tedious dramas of everyday 
life," she explains. She depicts snapshot 
stories about "wanting something that is 
unattainable, living with a sick boyfriend, 
trying to connect with girlfriends of different 
racial and social standings", elaborating 
that "all these experiences become 
anthropomorphic characters entangled in 
folkloric fairy tales in my work. I use animals 
and elements from my natural environments 
to depict human emotions". 

One animal that often raises its grizzly 
head from Cheriel's easel is a (freguently 
rainbow-guilt-vomiting) bear, so we thought 
we'd ask the artist some (barely) bear-related 
quick-fire guestions, and see what her 
immediate responses might reveal about her 
personality: Something unbearable? "Greed 
and ego." A bare body she'd love to see? 

"I married it!" And finally, a hot topic in her 
home country of late: what about the right 
to bear arms? "I think guns are stupid, but 
bears themselves should definitely be allowed 
to pack." They'd be a paw shot, though.

O riginally from Denmark but now 
living in New York, having spent 
time working in Aberdeen, 
extreme-mod hot rod Sarah 
Bizarra Mills has a face that's been all over 
the place - but not just in terms of her 
personal travel. Online images of heavily 
inked'n'hella holey Mills cuddling her young 
daughter, Sailor, branded with the captions 
'Body mods do NOT change character <3' 
and 'My mods don't affect my ability to be 
a good parent one bit' have recently flown 
around the internet, making her something 
of a WWW VIP, and a poster girl for those 
who believe that a woman expressing herself 
via ink, implants and body jewellery doesn't 
make her any less of a 'lady' or diminish her 
capabilities as a mum. 


FOR MOD’S SAKE 

Mills' mods include a scalpelled labret 
(a piercing below the lower lip) stretched 
to 20mm, punched nostrils both stretched 
to 10mm, magnetic implants, a split tongue, 
pointed 'elf' ears, and facial tattoos including 
a lotus flower on her chin, bats across her 
nose and cheeks, and the word 'horror' in 
classic B-movie lettering across her forehead. 
"I love horror movies, I love the Danish 
psychobilly band HorrorPops, and I love 
that trademark horror font, so it was meant 
to be," she says of the tatt, which now has 
a large heart-shaped silicone implant 
inserted beneath it. 

"I modify my face and body for multiple 
reasons, but a significant part of my 
motivation is about being a woman, and 
owning the right to control myself and decide

what I do to my own flesh," Mills muses. 

"It's a statement that my body is my 
property, and that it belongs to me and 
no-one else. After all, our bodies seem to be 
one of the few things we still have control 
over in modern society." 

In addition, Mills finds that getting modded 
helps her to feel relief if she's stressed or 
sad, acts as a marker to celebrate great 
or meaningful times, helps her focus and 
reminds both her and the rest of the world 
about who she really is and what she stands 
for. "My mods function on so many levels," 
she states, "and they also draw a lot of 
attention to me. I don't think the public or 
the media would find me so intriguing if 



I was a boldly modded man or father, but 
I'm happy to have people look my way 
because it offers me a platform to educate, 
communicate, spread the positive vibes and 
in turn get educated by others myself." 

PIERCE OF MIND 

The co-owner of Jamestown's Something 
Beautiful Tattoo And Piercing along with 
her equally heavily modded husband, Robbie, 
Mills maintains that there are a lot of 
misconceptions about the alternative 
community that discussion can help to fix. 
"I've had a lot of people automatically 
conclude that I must be a Suicide Girls-type 
topless model, for instance," she says. "Many 
people who aren't part of the alternative 
scene seem to think that women like me only 
exist to be crazy sluts! Peace to the ones who 
are into any of that - I have nothing against 
it - but it's not what I'm about." Mills says 
she's experienced prejudice and aggro from 
within the modification industry too, and 
reckons there can be jealousy lurking in the 
darker corners of the culture. "We all need 
to make an effort to respect others for the 
choices they make, even if we don't 
understand them," she reasons. 

The happy couple's choices include 
making yet more artistic alterations to 
themselves. Mills plans to have Loran 
Shumway of New York's Eclectic Body Art 
implant subdermal 'ribs' into her left arm 
and silicone symbols under the skin of her 
fingers, and her chap's old chap is going 
under the knife too: he already has a trio 
of subdermal ridges installed "in his pee 
pee", and he intends to get more. 
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THE FAMILY JEWELS 

Does it bother Mills that she and her hubby's 
heavy mods, which used to be a rare look to 
rock, are now becoming more mainstream? 
"Keeping modification exclusively available 
only to certain types of people is not right in 
my book - we should all have the freedom to 
do what we please with our bodies, so I love 
that more people are getting tongue splits 
and stretched lobes," she states, but also 
counters that modding's rise in popularity 
has caused an influx of ill-skilled practitioners 
who might as well be performing piercings 
with medieval lances and inking tatts with 
pneumatic drills. "When I'm piercing in my 



shop, I'm scrupulously clean and only use the 
very best jewellery," the decorated damsel 
declares. The manufacturers Anatometal, 
Industrial Strength, LeRoi, and NeoMetal 
float this professional's boat. 

And speaking of boats, what does the 
future hold for little Sailor? "Having children 
is important, so we can bring more good 
people into the world and work hard for 
them not to become prejudiced assholes!" 
Mills says. "I want my baby to grow up with 
an open mind, and judge people for who 
they are - not how they look."

;kpacked around North Thailan 
chanced upon a metal gig i n 
v of Sukhotai. Spellbound by 
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Southeast Asia is the large stretch of 
continent that lies south of China, to the east 
of India and north of Australia. The developing 
countries here, which include Singapore, Malaysia 
and Indonesia, are traditionally conservative 
and religious, with Islam and Buddhism being 
the most prevalent religions. Singapore has no 
state faith, but in Indonesia atheism is technically 
outlawed, and Malaysia is strictly Islamic. Metal 
music is, by and large, treated with suspicion 
by the authorities and older generations. 

But while Singaporeans have had the luxury 
of buying and selling records for many years, kids 
in neighbouring countries have only begun truly 
discovering Western rock bands via the internet. 
This has created a fresh and exciting scene, but 
one that feels dangerous to be part of. 

“In the West, metal music is not remotely 
as rebellious as it used to be 10-20 years ago, 


and has become mainstream,” says John. 

“But in Southeast Asia, many fans have to 
fight for their right to listen to it. Wearing 
a death metal T-shirt to work and showing your 
sleeved arms or nose piercing during office hours 
is out of the question, unless you’re blessed 
enough to work in the underground music 
scenes, which not many people are.” 

GOING UNDERGROUND 

Indonesia is the region’s largest country, with 
a population of 245m, and often hosts huge 
music festivals that feature local bands. Major 
cities, such as Bangkok in Thailand and Kuala 
Lumpur in Malaysia, occasionally welcome 
touring Western bands. But, by and large, the 
metal scene in Southeast Asia exists in the safe 
haven of the underground. Local gigs sometimes 
take place during daytime hours in cafes, 


restaurants and bars, and are generally alcohol-free 
experiences - not just because daytime licensing 
laws don’t allow for booze to be sold, but also 
because in some places it’s in breach of national 
Islamic law. Only in Singapore and in Buddhist 
Thailand, where there is a big hardcore metal 
scene, does John observe that you can essentially 
“drink all your want”. But, conscientiously, the 
metal scene has also responsibly shirked drink 
and drugs, keen to avoid fuelling fire to public 
misconceptions of metal being immoral. The 
threat of police raids is also very real in some 
cities, their aim to arrest boozy metal-heads. 

One popular figure battling to find a gentle 
understanding between metal culture and the 
establishment is Man Jasad from Bandung, the 
third largest city in Indonesia. A founder of the 
cultural death metallers Karinding Attack, Man 
currently plays in the legendary local death metal 
band Jasad. But his mission goes far beyond 
growling lines that Cannibal Corpse would be 
proud of; in addition, he involves himself in 
environmental issues and has joined a school 
program to educate kids and teachers. 

“Man is very smart and thinks outside the 
box in a way not many others do,” John informs 
us. “He tries to help local authorities understand 
metal culture, and visits high schools to educate 
teachers that a black T-shirt doesn’t make a kid 
bad. Likewise, he teaches kids not to drink or do 
drugs, and be responsible in the mosh pit. Such 
is the size of his following that he could probably 
be the president, but he hates politics. I think 
he does more good to people as the ‘president of 
metal’ instead. Man’s chapter in the book is my 
favourite, it’s so strong and he's just so real.” 

SPIRIT OF METAL 

If it’s a misconception that all punks and 
metal-heads are drunks, likewise it’s also — » 
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a misnomer that they’re all devil-worshipping 
anarchists. Instead, many musicians find positive 
inspiration in their own traditions and beliefs, 
adapting Western metal music in their own 
unique way. Some also embrace their heritage 
musically, developing exciting sounds with 
fearless new identities. If you recall how Brazilian 
thrash gods Sepultura once introduced tribal 
rhythms into their brooding thrash assaults 
20-odd years ago, Karinding Attack play 
crushing “undistorted” metal using traditional 
local instruments made from bamboo. 
Singaporean death metallers Rudra are another 
band that make the most of what’s available 
to them, incorporating Indian percussion and 
chanting into their hard-hitting spiritual mix. 

“Karinding Attack are definitely the most 
exciting band for me,” says John. “They don’t 
have electric guitars, but they completely beat the 
shit out of those bamboo instruments! They’re 
reviving their own local beliefs and culture called 
Sunda, which is a religion from the ancient local 
Kingdom of Sunda, and they do it with music. 

It’s totally mind-blowing. Singapore’s Rudra are 
originally Indians and have named their style 
‘Vedic Metal’. They spread the philosophy of 
the Hindu Vedic teachings, and touch on deep 
themes, while incorporating Sanskrit chants, 
Indian musical scales and percussion. It really 
lends their music an Indian doomy touch, 
but it’s still brutal death metal.” 

One band to achieve even more social 
acceptance are the heavy metal act Purgatory, 
from the Indonesian capital of Jakarta, who, 
despite their guitar-heavy attacks, preach Islam 
through their music. They have even made it onto 
Indonesian MTV. Lena says that some bands can 
look like rockers, but beneath the black fashion 


they are still practicing Islamists, and there is 
no collision between their choices. “It’s only 
a problem to the condemnatory society on 
the outside that thinks that religion and metal 
aren’t compatible,” she observes. 

At the other end of the spectrum, some 
musicians use their art as an outlet to speak out 
against political rule or religious hardliners. Not 
only is the aggressive nature of this music therapy 
for their angst, it offers a way to express their 
views creatively. John points to “the pissed 
off guys from the black metal scene in North 
Borneo” and the “political Jihad grindcore 
fighters of the band Tengkorak” in Jakarta. 

One key figure documented in the book 
(and pictured, facing page) is Max, a member 
of one of Malaysia’s “true” black metal bands. 
Unlike a “fake” black metal band, Max’s group 
opposes all religious rule and fights against state 


oppression. Max wore corpse-paint for John’s 
pictures, despite this being illegal under national law. 

“Max risked being thrown in jail for putting 
on the make-up for our photoshoot,” says John. 
“But he did it because he really believes that 
all black metal bands should wear corpse-paint, 
and that if you don’t like it you can fuck off. His 
band hates religion and call themselves Satanists, 
which isn’t legal in Malaysia. It’s then that you 
start to understand they must stay underground.” 

CAUGHT INAMOSH 

As for the live shows, the Resborns were blown 
away both by the warming sense of comradeship 
and sheer, unbridled intensity. Kids and music 
fans would often sit outside before and after 
gigs for hours, laughing and joking. But inside, 
cafes and bars were transformed into a sweaty 
orgy of banging heads and slamming bodies.

Labour Of Love & Hate features a page detailing 
different mosh pit ‘performances’. Fans, high 
on chainsaw guitars and breakneck rhythms, 
regularly tackle the feared ‘The Wall Of Death’ 
from the West (where two ’walls’ of fans steam 
into each other during the heavy part of a song) . 
But they have also created their own ‘moshing’ 
variations. “The weirdest ones we gave names 
such as ‘The Windmill’ and ‘Wedding Toss 
Riot Mosh’ - the names are self-explanatory, and 
involve fans picking each other up and spinning 
them around,” smiles John. “Many gigs seem 
violent, and if you get into the mosh you can’t 
complain if you break a nose or a camera. But 
the atmosphere is always friendly and warm. 

But, yeah, we attended our most intense and 
violent ever gigs in Southeast Asia!” 

Even the sometimes bitter rivalry between 
punks and metallers, evident in some cities, was 
sometimes cast aside. For Lena, it was another 
ode to the power of music. “The fans were nearly 
always happy, smiling, hugging and laughing in 
mosh pits - even when they’re kind of violent,” 
she observes. “Sometimes there is a mistrust 
between metal-heads and punks, which makes 
it difficult for them to hang out. But that depends 
on where you go. We went to several gigs and 
festivals where punks and metal-heads moshed 
together and had fun like a family. ” 

But if there is one particular show that will 
remain forever ingrained in the Resboms’ memories 
it will be the festival in Manilla in the Philippines, 
where a hulking great security guard was forced 
to guide them safely across a football pitch, through 
a sea of 20,000 hysterical ‘fans’. John describes the 
experience as both “funny” and “scary”. 

“We were the only Westerners at the festival 
and the headliners were the US metal band 


Darkest Hour,” he recalls. “Because I was 
carrying this huge camera, everyone thought 
we were superstars! People were screaming 
like crazy, trying to grab me or hug me 
or whatever - it was like Beatles hysteria. 

The security guard looked at me in the weirdest 
way, like, ‘Who are you, man?’ It made me 
aware of how hard it must be if you’re actually 
famous and want to move freely around 
in public. ” 

END OF THE TOUR 

In total. Labour Of Love & Hate took four years 
to complete, and involved several return visits 
around the region, usually for several months 
at a time, where the pair befriended locals, 
bummed rides and crashed on floors. There 
are chapters devoted to Singapore, Malaysia, 
Indonesia and Thailand. The duo had also 
hoped to document an “amazing scene” in 
the Philippines, having spent some time there, 
but felt that they didn’t get enough material 
to do it justice. 

The siblings describe their adventure 
as heart-warming, exciting 
and powerful, and full 
of great memories. 

The outsider spirit, 
the sense of a familial 
community and the 
sheer passion that 
these people 
invested 
into their 
art form 
were all 


and something to be celebrated. Even the standard 
of the bands was incredible; many of the areas in 
Southeast Asia are underprivileged, and if decent 
musical equipment is hard to come by, then 
a musical education certainly is. 

“Indonesia has without a doubt the highest 
rate of really skilled bands that also produce good 
quality demos and studio albums,” reveals John.

Asia certainly don’t lack talent, and I think that 
as the world becomes even more globalised and 
countries like Indonesia become wealthier, then 
more and more kick-ass metal bands will emerge 
from this undiscovered musical hotbed.” 

So did the Resborns encounter any violence 
on their travels, or was it literally happy, jolly 
faces all round? Lena says everyone they met 
on the set was “extremely friendly and helpful”, 
even if there were the inevitable struggles with 
the language barriers. That said, John did get 
smashed around the head with a bamboo 
baseball bat on one occasion. Who perpetrated 
such a heinous act you have to wonder: a street 
gang? An overzealous security guard? An angry 
punk rocker? “I met a holy Sunda Priest 
in Bandung, who performed an 
ancient force called ‘Debus’,” 

John recalls. “He then hit me 
with a bamboo baseball bat. 

It didn’t hurt at all! He had 
transferred his energy 
to me, which made 
me invulnerable to 
pain and injuries 
from the bat. But, 
you know, I did get 
a loud ringing sound

One of the most notorious and provocative art 
forms of this period were the stereoscopic photos 
that became known as Les Diableries (simply 
translated as ‘Devilries’). These photographic 
transparencies had tissue-paper backings and 
became 3D when viewed through a special lens 
or stereoscope. They were published in Paris from 
the 1860s onwards, and depicted gatherings of 


F rance in the 19th century is historically 
renowned for having something of 
a macabre preoccupation with death 
and Satanism. While across the 
English Channel Victorian Britain was 
an experimental hotbed of kinky sex and early 
grot photos (yeah, you go early Brits!), it seems 
our French cousins had darker interests in mind. 


horned devils, curvaceous mistresses, and gangs 
of misbehaving skeletons. As a further demonic 
twist, the eyes of many of its unholy creatures 
were often tarnished with a coloured gelatin that 
caused them to glow a fearsome red whenever 
spectators plopped them behind a stereoscope. 

The most (in) famous and popular of Les 
Diableries was a set of 72 photographs called, 
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LES DIABLERIES 






rather jauntily. 'A Thp lb The Underworld', 
which were published by Adolph Block in 1866 
And rteffi^wl cun iw the dafly ^n^s-eirt in 

Hell. Such a series, according to M Kaba in his 
essay ‘Les Diableries: 3D Visions Of Hell From 
The 19th Century’, had been lost until a crew 
of Parisian demolition workers stumbled upon 
them in the ruins of a condemned building 
in the 1970s. They had been lurking inside 
a mysterious box wrapped with military belts, 
and were accompanied by an anonymous note 
that read: “This is the work of my life. It is thus

While ‘A Trip To The Underworld’ exists only 
as stereoscopic snaps, the actual art inside the 
photographs are clay sculptures, believed to have 
been handcrafted by the French sculptors Louis 
Alfred Habert and Pierre Adolph Hennetier, as 
well as others including Louis Edmond Cougny. 
Yet despite earning a reputation as unusual 19th 
century masterpieces of Satanic art (something 
like a cross between Dante’s Inferno, the Greek 


myth ai Jason And The Aigonauls, and a lock-m 
at ynur local bowser), some Aperts believe chal 
ih €ir srenariofi wm miended tn &irtrl*e Jvvh the 

decadence and the authoritarian rule of the time. 
But, for the most part, their intentions remain 
shrouded in dark mystery. 

Of a far more sexually explicit and sacrilegious 
nature were the drawings, paintings and etchings 
of the Belgian artist Felicien Rops (1833 - 1898), 
who moved to Paris in 1874 following a failed 
marriage. Rops was inspired by his friendship 
with the French poet Charles Baudelaire — >

of Edgar Allan Poe’s tales. Subsequently, Rops’ 
art became a chief protagonist in the Decadent 
artistic movement, which in itself borrowed from 
gothic novels and Poe’s gloomy, masterly fiction. 

In the new book Lust For The Devil, editor 
Candice Black describes Rops’ work as being 
the “true flowering of Satanism in erotic art”. 

It’s not an unsurprising conclusion. Despite 
their stylised, sketch-like nature, Rops’ creations 
were often both deeply pornographic and utterly 
terrifying in content. 

Two of Rops’ most controversial and 
provocative works (illustrated on this page, above) 
are ‘Le Sacrifice’ and ‘Le Calvary’, both of which 
were part of his ‘Les Sataniques’ series in 1882. In 
the latter, Rops sacrilegiously created a grotesque, 
demonic antichrist figure upon a cross, adding a 


large erect penis, while a naked Mary Magdalene 
figure is repositioned into the role of the Whore 
of Babylon. For the black mass enactment of 
‘Le Sacrifice’, a naked woman lies sprawled 
across an altar while a demonic apparition 
penetrates her with a serpent. Further delving 
into Rops’ work uncovers equally lurid horrors. 

The colour engraving entitled ‘Death And Life’, 
for example, depicts a winged skeleton being orally 
lewd with a seemingly non-consensual female. 
Prostitution, perversion and religion commingled 
in abundance in Rops’ explicit art and, to put it 
bluntly, the Belgian artist didn’t hold back. 

Both the entire 72 photographs of ‘A Trip To 
The Underworld’ and an 80-image collection of 
Rops’ dark works are published in two separate 
books this month, Diableries: A Trip To The 
Underworld and Lust For The Devil: The Erotic 


Satanic Art Of Felicien Rops respectively. 

While the former makes for strange and 
compelling examination, the latter also places 
Rops’ visions into a historical context, and 
features an essay that pries into the man’s 
strange brew of sex, death and the diabolic. 
Grim, uneasy and fascinating - just keep telling 
yourself ‘it’s only art. . .’ ®

AND HE MADE 




I f you drew up a list of Bizarre icons in 
our 200-plus-issue history, you can rest 
assured that Mark Ryden’s name would 
rank high amongst its motley ensemble 
of left-field legends. 

The California-raised painter, who turned 
50 this year, is the king of the championed 
‘Pop Surrealism’ movement, where pop 
culture clashes with dream-like strangeness. 

His oil paintings are immediately recognisable; 
mysterious and nostalgic, often featuring 
medical anomalies (of sorts), Abraham 
Lincolns, macabre skulls, giant bugs, massive- 
eyed-girls and lovely, fuzzy bunnies. 

When we last spoke to Ryden it was 2009. 
Back then we had the pleasure of meeting the 
self-confessed taxidermy and medical museum 
enthusiast face-to-face in his Californian home, 
which he shares with his wife and fellow 
underground art genius, Marion Peck. Fast 



forward exactly four years and we find Ryden 
following up his fifth and much acclaimed 
The Gay 90’s series with the release of 
a career retrospective book, Pirixit, which 
translates from Latin to ‘painted by’. But 
while there was no return flight stateside 
this time, we managed the next best thing: 
a transatlantic conversation for a catch-up, and 
another gander at his most stunning work. . . 

What have you been up to since we visited 
your Los Angeles home in 2009? 

I’ve been continuing to work on The Gay 90’s 
series. I had an exhibition at the Paul Kasmin 
Gallery in New York City in 2010, and I have 
continued to work within the same theme since 
then. I will have an exhibition at the Michael 
Kohn gallery in LA this coming September, in his 
new gallery space. He is renovating a beautiful 
larger space in Hollywood. I also painted a 


massive new piece, my largest yet, called ‘The 
Parlor’ (depicting a colourful parlour scene which 
involves, amongst other things, elegantly dressed 
19th century women, two strange creatures, 
and a giant eyeball) which will be on display. Its 
subtitle is ‘An Allegory of Magic, Quintessence, 
And Divine Mystery’. 

Perhaps unknowing to some people, you've 
worked on some famous album and book 
covers prior to your solo art career (Mark 
designed the album art for Red Hot Chili 
Peppers' One Hot Minute and Michael 
Jackson's Dangerous). Is that something 
people still approach you about? Or, indeed, 
do you get many offers for videogame or 
film design work? 

I actually just did cover art for US rapper Tyler, 
The Creator’s new album, Wolf. It had been such 
a long time since I had done an album cover. 
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My son Jasper (now 19-years-old), who is quite 
the music aficionado, thought it was a good idea. 
Tyler and I did a trade - I made his album cover 
and he made a song for me. It will be part of 
another project that is a bit of a departure for 
me: a vinyl LP of The Gay 90’s music that will 
be included in my The Gay 90’s: West exhibition. 

I have had several friends who are musicians 
create their own interpretations of 1890s music. 

Are you still collaborating with your wife 
(and fellow artist) Marion Peck? 

Marion and I still are happily making art together. 
We don’t exactly collaborate directly, but 
anything either of us works on ends up being a 
collaboration in some aspect. We both intimately 
share in each other’s process. I am currently 
working on something quite different from all 
my previous work. I am making a large 4’ x 8’ 
diorama with mechanical motion. It will be part 


of the The Gay 90’ s: West exhibition at the 
Michael Kohn Gallery. It has been a year in 
the making. It is a very involved piece. 

How do you define The Gay 90 ’si 

It’s how Americans referred to the 1890s era of 
barbershop quartets and bicycles built for two. 

It is interesting that, while working on this show, 

I found that younger people, while having heard 
of The Roaring 20s’, most had not heard of 
The Gay 90s’. Being born in 1963, 1 grew up in 
a time where I was surrounded by these heavily 
sentimentalised ‘Gay 90s’ images. These images 
give me very strange feelings. On the one hand, 
they can make me queasy with their thick 
content of saccharine. But on the other hand, 

I am fascinated by vintage objects, by nostalgia, 
memory and death. I am interested in exploring 
the line between attraction to and repulsion from 
‘kitsch’. I find the ‘Gay 90s’ to be a thematic genre 


that pushes sentimentality and kitsch to its 
utmost limits, and that is why I chose it as 
a theme for this exhibition. 

The Gay 90V is one of the chapters in your 
new retrospective collection, Pinxit. What 
else can you tell us about the book? 

Pinxit is arranged chronologically and divided 
according to the major themed exhibitions that 
I have had: The Meat Show (Ryden’s first solo 
show in 1998), The Blood Show, The Tree Show, 
The Snow Yak Show and The Gay 90’s show. 

You can see the progression of my work through 
time, from one show to the next. 

With a career retrospective, is it tricky 
deciding which paintings to include? 

This book is actually a comprehensive collection 
of almost every work I have done (with the 
exception of commercial work), so there — £ 
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wasn’t much debate about what to include. 

How this work was displayed and arranged was a 
challenge to organise. It took a couple of years to 
produce. I am pleased with how it came together! 


Do you have any personal favourite paintings 
or any with a particularly deep back story? 

I suppose most paintings have some kind of 
story behind them. Some paintings stand 
out for me personally for being an important 
accomplishment of one kind or another. ‘Snow 
White’ was the first major large scale ‘personal’ 
painting I did after many years of doing 
commercial art. It will always be special to me. 
‘The Meat Magi’ was the first painting to include 
meat or Abraham Lincoln, both reoccurring 
themes in my work. ‘The Creatrix’ was a 
monumental challenge of detail on a grand scale. 


In your foreword, you speak of fascination for 
medical museums, waxworks etc. Are these 
places where you often find inspiration? 


Last year while visiting London I went to 
the Wellcome Collection and really loved it. 
Medical museums and museums of natural 
history are indeed some of my favourite places 
to go for creative inspiration. While traveling 
I, of course, love to go to art museums, but it 
is the discovery of a new museum of taxidermy, 
medical specimens, curiosities and oddities 
that really gets me excited. My favourite is still 
La Specola in Florence, Italy. The beautiful 18th 
century wax anatomical models are sublime. 


You specify a medical museum in Thailand 
as providing a memorable visit... 

The Thais seem to be particularly fascinated by 
the macabre. There are many horrific automobile 
accidents there on a regular basis. They seem 
to proudly showcase all of the graphic details 
of the most horrible accident of the day in their 
newspapers. They certainly aren’t shy about 
putting the gore on display in the medical 
museum I visited. The macabre mood was 

accentuated by the dank 
and grubby presentation 
of the exhibits. It was 
fascinating. 


Do you find medical 
and national history 
museums vary greatly 
between different 
cultures and 
countries? 

Not really. Instead, I 
think it is the similarities 
of museums from one 
place to another that is 
interesting. All cultures 
have people interested 
in curiosities and similar 
themes. I am most fond 
of museums that haven’t 
attempted to update 
their spaces with slick 


and sterile displays. I had seen amazing pictures 
of the Natural History Museum in Paris, but 
then when I visited there I found they had just 
‘modernised’. I was broken hearted. 

Do you have a cabinet of curiosities at home? 

I guess you could say my entire home is a cabinet 
of curiosities. I have filled most every space 
possible with the objects I collect. My mother-in- 
law calls it ‘Horror Vacui’, which is the fear of 
empty spaces. 

There are quite a few well-known figures 
in the book, such as former US president 
Abraham Lincoln, who you mentioned 
earlier, fried chicken icon Colonel Sanders, 
guitar wizard Jimi Hendrix and Hollywood 
superstar Leonardo DiCaprio. What makes 
you decide who to feature in your work? 

I would not say that logic defines my creative 
decision-making. I am actually a very logically 
minded person - I love maths and science - but 
when I use logic to make various decisions with 
regard to my art, I can find myself frozen in 
indecision. My art doesn’t reside heavily in the 
logical realm. I find, to get anywhere, I have to 
reach to an intuitive place and not rely on 
heavily rational thinking. 

The book features a number of essays. 

What do you think about the things people 
say about your work? 

There are some great essays in Pinxit. Each 
exhibition has an essay to accompany it. I am 
particularly fond of Amanda Erlanson’s essay 
on The Gay 90’s, but they are all great. Generally 
speaking, though, I am usually disappointed with 
what people say about my work. Certain things 
are just very difficult to put into words. 

Have you made any more short films / 
animations to show in your cabinet-sized doll 
theatre that you introduced us to last time? 

One of my hobbies is to work with the video 
editing software Final Cut Pro and make movies 
and videos. It is less ‘art’ more like elaborate 
home movies. I hope to delve further into the 
medium. It is a time consuming activity and is 
difficult to find time with my busy schedule, 
but I love it. 

Final question - what art, films and music 
of recent years personally excite you? 

The art of German painter Neo Rauch, Terence 
Malick’s movie The Tree of Life (2011), and 
the music of the (blind American composer / 
instrument inventor) Moondog (1916 - 1999), 
who I only recently discovered. A

he website for House Of 
Gord pitches its incredible 
content as “the most 
unusual sexual bondage 
anywhere on the web”. 
Everywhere you peek, 
there are sexy women 
trussed up on vehicles, 
being fucked inside strange 
mechanical contraptions, 
or literally transformed into bizarre pieces of living, 
breathing furniture. And with these inventions 
sporting spectacular names (‘Bitch Bender’, ‘Roto 
Fuck’ and ‘Inverted Hogtie Fucking Machine’, to 
name just three from a lurid catalogue of squillions), 
the content fits that description perfectly. 

“I love the power of building gear that can get 
women off, and which allows me to control them 
through pleasure,” explains Jeff Gord, the man 
behind these erotic designs. “There is nothing more 
satisfying than watching a woman have a massive 
orgasm and be responsible for giving her that fun. 
The other aspect of this is moulding women into 
fantasy sex toys and keeping them until you want to 
play. For me, it’s about getting a massive woody!” 

FILTHY FURNISHINGS 

Gord, last seen in Bizarre some years ago, 
specialises in a type of bondage or fetish play that 
is termed Fomiphilia, a name coined by Gord’s 
webmaster, Aaron Bradley. It now has its own 
Wikipedia page, and there are now other online 
communities devoted to this type of play. 

Fomiphilia is a fetish for objectifying humans by 
transforming them into furniture, or integrating them 
into machines or vehicles. Gord specifically binds 
females; some are used solely to look fetching in the 
lounge, while others serve a purpose, such as chair 
padding or holding a flower vase in an orifice. Some 
of his elaborate devices have mechanical parts to 
pleasure the secured lady, and because the subject 
is tightly bound and likely to remain in their 
position for a long time, it also becomes bondage. 

Before he was building these toys, Gord was 
penning kinky fantasy fiction. As a lifelong bondage 
enthusiast inspired by legendary fetish illustrators 
Eric Stanton (1926 - 1999) and Bob Bishop (1945 - 
1991), Gord set up his own publishing company in 
Wales in 1992, and has since written some 28 books. 

Gord’s fantasies soon became a reality, and in 
1997 the House Of Gord website was founded. He 
joined forces with other kinksters, shot picture series, 
and did public bondage exhibitions or “stunts”. 
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At first the company was based in Canada, 
where Gord resided for several years with fellow 
eccentric bondage mastermind JG-Leathers (see 
Jg-leathers.com). Now he operates out of his “large 
home” in the US, 45-miles south of Seattle. He and 
his small loyal team shoot new content on average 
three days a month. 

“Our site is not really about a storyline, it’s about 
an old fart - me - and a never-ending stream of hot 
babes who are intrigued by what I do and want to 
try it out for themselves,” grins Gord. “We just shoot 
it as it is most of the time, which is me working with 
a chick and building her into some crazy gear.” 


SHE’S A SEX MACHINE! 

As you may have deduced, Gord is a dab hand 
at making ‘things’. The website describes him as a 
“natural-bom artist and inventor”, so it’s no surprise 
to learn that he has engineering qualifications in 
hydraulics (liquid power) and hydrologies (water). 
Gord later moved on to mechanical engineering and 
civil engineering, and says he’s had a fascination 
with metal work and carpentry since watching his 
father build “all sorts of things”. 

It is impossible to give an overview of all Gord’s 
kinky inventions here, but you only need to ogle 
these pages or browse his site for a vivid insight. 
There are girls in mbber hanging from the ceiling as 
chandeliers. There are ball-gagged girls doubling up 
as doorbell systems. There are even girls cocooned 
inside the rollers on lawn-flattening vehicles. Hell, 
there’s even a giant, working hamster wheel (or 
‘Mouse Wheel’) with a hot mbber-clad lady inside. 

Jeff makes this stuff out of a range of materials, 
including steel, wood, aluminium, fibreglass, 
plastics, cloth and mbber, and his inventions can 
take weeks or even months to build. Sometimes 
he has to rip his creations apart and rethink them 
if they’re not anatomically possible for the ladies to 
climb into, or if they are too extreme for his subjects 
to endure. Any working parts are usually powered 
by pneumatics, which is air power. Other machines 
use electric motors with reduction drives, which 
are mostly used for driving fucking devices. 

Off the top of his head, Gord names of some of 
his most elaborate inventions: “Arch Back Fucking 
Machine”, “Ass Fuck Door Bell”, “Cocooned 
Hopping Barbie Treadmill System” and the “Inverted 
Y Split Fucking Machine”. Most of these are ‘fucking 
machines’, where the lady is driven to orgasm by 
a dildo part. According to our intrepid inventor, 
these models are difficult to build because “the dildo 
is stationary, and the girl is jacked up and down.” — 
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HUMAN FURNITURE 



Gord also finds inspiration in everyday street 
situations for his giant gizmos. His ‘Punishment 
Box’ (a silver box with three coloured bulbs on it) 
borrows its idea from a traditional American 
postal box. Gord says he liked the shape of it, 
and instantly thought about squeezing a bondaged 
chick into one. However, his version looks like 
something from an episode of Doctor Who rather 
than a place to mail postcards. “Its purpose with 
the lights is way too complex to describe here,” 
says Jeff. “It evolved into a breath-control device 
with extreme safety measures built in, and also 
has several stimulation devices that force the 
incarcerated damsel to make choices between 
tormenting herself with shocks or breath control. 

Or enjoying the pleasurable stuff. 

Despite all these flash ‘functions’, Gord admits 
that his inventions are all predominately designed 
simply to restrain and display the girls. “Fucking 
and tormenting are optional extras that I add on,” 
he says. “Often they are a pain in the ass due to the 
amount of overseeing they need during operation. 

I would sooner just sit back and enjoy the purity 
of having a chick clamped and bound so tight 
that she cannot move a muscle.” 

MIND YOUR FINGERS! 

By now, you’re probably gawping at the pictures 
and thinking, “Wow, but isn’t this all a bit 
dangerous?” Gord, however, is a master 
craftsman who takes safety, very, very seriously. 

On Gord’s website there is an F.A.Q. devoted 
to ‘Safety and Precautions’, which emphasises 
the importance of circulation, respiration and 
orthopaedic concerns. He has also sought the advice 
of orthopaedic surgeons, and scrapped the original 
design for a human chair because of the strain it put 
on the bound lady’s back. Gord doesn’t sell any of 


his designs, primarily for fear of them falling into 
the wrong hands. As with anyone practicing 
bondage, it’s vitally important that the person in 
charge is well clued up and careful. Or, as it warns 
on the website: “Don’t fuck with this stuff unless 
you know what you’re doing.” 

Gord designs each of his lurid gadgets so that 
the bondaged girls are well protected from any 
moving parts. Girls may occasionally suffer pinched 
nerves through the actual bondage, but Jeff says this 
is rare and happens with equipment that has been 
used many times before, so is impossible to predict 
- like a sportsman occasionally pulling a muscle. 

If a girl feels uncomfortable, she can instantly halt 
play. But while the girls are out of harm’s reach, 
it can be another matter for Gord himself. 

“Injuries are pretty much my domain,” he sighs. 
“Unfortunately, if the bondage master is stupid like 
me, he can come into contact with moving parts. 


I nearly busted an arm on the ‘Mouse Wheel’ 
(where a gagged lady walks inside a giant rotating 
wheel) because I reached into the wheel, not 
realising that there was a chick powering it around 
at high speed. I have also had several incidents 
where I got fingers trapped and been cut. 

Gord bleeding and cursing is a common sight 
- usually with the gal in bondage laughing! ” 

Gord has used “probably hundreds” of fetish 
models for his extravagant bondage. Sometimes 
he welcomes live-in models to his basement 
apartment, which enables him to tailor new 
furniture specifically for individuals. Once fetish 
beauties Claire Adams and Petra moved in, which 
led to Gord creating some of “my most complex 
devices I ever did”, including the aforementioned 
‘Arch Back Fucking Machine’ and ‘The Sprinkler’, 
which is basically a woman spinning around 
and getting fucked to oblivion while strapped 
to a giant water sprinkler. -4 
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But having ladies living on his premises doesn’t 
mean that the fun happens 24/7. “It is impossible 
to play all the time,” concedes Gord. “There is just 
too much to do to keep the website and the house 
running. But the ladies often wander around in 
catsuits, clanking chains and stuff as they work 
on housekeeping and cooking. Quite often I have 
to go out to get materials, and it would be 
dangerous to leave them in a bondage situation.” 

Other big names from the fetish world to have 
regularly frequented Jeff’s gaff include Paige 
Richards, Adrianna Nicole and Jewell Marceau, 
who the inventor describes as “the quintessential 
damsel in distress”. He says that nearly all of the 
models have been a pleasure to work with, and 
there have only been a few they haven’t invited 
back, generally because they overrated their ability 
to endure serious bondage. 

“However, most are surprised that our bondage 
is easier than expected,” says Gord. “The strap 
systems, broad width securing systems and body 
hugging padded back frames allow us to push the 
limits a lot further than one can do with rope.” 

It may seem that there is a significant level of 
humiliation and submission involved with turning 
rubber-bound women into chairs and chesterfields, 
but Gord believes that the true power in fact lies 
with the female. Not only are his artistic devices 
a celebration of their form, but the imprisoned lady 
also has final control over how the play unfolds 
- and they even control the onlookers’ libidos. Jeff 
compares his work to taming majestic wild beasts. 

“I see women as very powerful creatures, 
so I guess what I do is rather like the satisfaction 
of netting and controlling a tiger,” he describes, 
insightfully. “I play at humiliation if it works for 
the lady. But I don’t see my style of bondage as 
humiliation, really. A woman who plays these sorts 
of games has a lot of power. They have your libido 
by the short and curlies. The question is, who really 
has the power? If you piss the woman off, she won’t 


play your games again, so in effect there is a huge 
power exchange going on to make it all work.” 

THE FEMALE OF THE SPECIES 

The House Of Gord website has been running for 
over 15 years, and Gord does it both as a full-time 
job and a lifestyle. He has been married twice, both 
times to bondage models on his website, and even 
has two daughters. “They sort of shake their heads 



at what I do and say, ‘Whatever turns your crank, 
Dad, so long as you are happy!”’ he says. 

Now at the ripe old age of 67, the decadent 
device manufacturer shows no sign of slowing. 

In fact, it’s easy to view his manor as a sort of 
Playboy Mansion of extreme bondage. The 
mischievous inventor agrees. . . kinda. “It is, but 
without the advantages of mega cash to afford 
babes just hanging out in droves,” he remarks. 
“Many of my decisions were not based on making 
megabucks. I just did what felt good, what made 
the models happy, and what I could handle with 
my conscience. I stayed true to my own fantasies.” 

But fulfilling those fantasies hasn’t always been 
so easy. Over the years Gord’s been threatened with 
malicious lawsuits from troublemakers who are 
“pissed off” that this activity isn’t illegal. (“But 
I would say we are more legal and more mindful 
of women’s rights than they are!” he says). And 
years before he launched the House Of Gord 
website, he tried doing some outdoor bondage 
using a pony cart with some pals while living in 
South Africa. Unfortunately, they were filmed by 
a passing news helicopter and broadcast on TV. 
They promptly fled to avoid arrest as any such 
public kink shenanigans would undoubtedly be 
frowned upon in that country. 

Ultimately, though, Gord doesn’t shirk from 
what has always been, and will always be, his 
ultimate motivation: women. This coming weekend 
(after our interview) he tells us that he will be 
entertaining the fetish model Fern Car. “I may not 
survive, but who gives a shit?” he laughs. “I am 67, 
but what a helluva ride that has been! Women are 
the reason I exist. There is no other point of me 
being here on this planet. My job is to get ladies 
to orgasm and watch them do so. They are 
so much fun, so complex, and so potentially 
dangerous. It’s like sweating dynamite.”'®

Studio Ghibli this ain't - in neither 
look nor tone - and instead The King 
Of Pigs has a distinctly Lord Of The 
Flies feel during the tale's school day 
episodes. Here, the emphasis is on 
realism rather than fantasy, with the 
simply-executed animation perfectly 
reflecting the grotesgue nature of 
proceedings. That said, where the 
movie comes into its own is during 
the particularly horrific dream 
seguences that disturbingly illustrate 
the key characters' damaged 
psyches. No manner of weirdness 
or ultra-violence will prepare you 
for The King of Pigs shocking 
conclusion, though. 

The South Korean film industry 
has always been somewhat light on

The new album has some massive,

Was there a conscious 
decision to write some instant

(from 1992 album, Dirt)? 

No, it's just what came out. There's not 
a tremendous amount of conscious 
thought put into how to make one 
record sound different from another. 
But recording a song such as The 
Devil Put Dinosaurs Here' and naming 
the album after it is a big departure. 
Alice In Chains has always been 
insular in terms of subject matter 
and very, very inward looking, but 
this song provokes some interesting 
guestions about the outside world 
and subjects dear to people's hearts. 

It brings up sincere arguments about 


faith, religion and general intolerance. 
To my knowledge, it's the first Alice 
In Chains song that does that. And 
that's something we did have a lot of 
internal discussion about - whether 
we wanted to make that leap. 

You have a degree in religious 
philosophy. Did that influence 
you to tackle this lyrically? 

It's possible, but as a group we see 
things in the news and then talk 
about them. Particularly in the US 
in the last few years there's been 
aggressive stances taken against 
people who hold fundamental views. 
We've had a run of people-elected 
government officials saying some 
extremely outrageous things in the 
national press and that couldn't help 
but influence us, so a song popped out 


about it. Then we had the idea to use 
it as the album title. We knew it was 
liable to make some people angry, 
but we discussed it and took the risk. 
Has there been a backlash? 

We've been getting bits of reaction 
since releasing the title, but I doubt 
it will be as big a deal in Europe 
as it will in America. The song is 
ultimately a gentle poke at the larger, 
globally affecting guestion of fear 
and intolerance, and guestioning 
the need that some people have of 
creating laws to suppress the things 
they're fearful of. It's one thing if 
someone feels a certain way about 
a certain type of people because 
they're different to them privately, 
but it's a problem when it becomes 
a legislative guestion.

MUSIC EOITOR m 
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You're playing at Download. Many 
of the great bands who headlined 
when I was a kid 15-20 years ago 
are still headlining metal festivals 
today. Has there been a lull in 
awesome new bands? 

There's always great stuff going 
on. It's just that they're now more 
liable to remain underground. The 
phenomenon of illegal downloading 
has caused such a fundamental 
economic implosion in the music 
industry that it's now harder for 
exciting underground bands to 
make those guantum leaps to the 
overground. 20 years ago major 
labels would blast great underground 
bands into the mainstream, such as 
Guns N' Roses, Metallica and the 
Seattle grunge explosion. It was 
a combination of these groups being 
really good and having a megaphone 
to reach masses of people in a short 


period of time. Now it's much harder. 
The internet has helped bands to 
create their own infrastructure, but it's 
on a much smaller scale. Major labels 
are no longer willing to suddenly blast 
a band onto national TV. And then 
there's the fact that MTV is technically 
no more - the 'M' has gone, it's all 
reality TV now. So you're left with the 
great bands that have been around for 
a long time and who are big to begin 
with. It's like, "Oh, we're back to save 
the day!" But that's not to say there's 
nothing going on with new bands. 
Basically, it's easier to get your 
music out there but harder to 
become big? 

That's exactly it. It's an interesting 
problem that's been created. 

Talking of earlier bands, there's 
a film being made about your 
old punk band, Neon Christ. 

Yeah, and I was inspired to get 


involved because it's about the scene 
that happened in the wake of our 
existence. There's still a thriving 
scene going on with kids playing this 
music, and I wanted to explore the 
differences between now and our 
era, rather than being a boring 
documentary about a band that 
hasn't existed in 25 years! But I'm 
also doing a film on my own about 
the jazz drummer, Milfred Graves, 
who is also a scientist doing the 
most cutting edge cardiac research 
by anyone in the world. Other 
scientists are now picking up on 
his work. It's world-shaking. 

What made you decided to 
make a documentary? 

I'd just never met anyone like 
Milfred who's so innovative in so 
many fields. He's even invented 
his own martial art. He's just an 
amazing individual. Stephen Dauitrey

Your biography says you're 
influenced by Pet Shop Boys, 

Vivaldi and Marilyn Manson. 

That's a strange mix. 

I grew up listening to the Pet Shop 
Boys and Vivaldi in the back of my 
dad's car. But from age 14 I discovered 
Marilyn Manson and got into rock, 
metal and a bit of doom. It's pretty 
much what I've been listening to since. 
Those three influences shine 
through in your music. 

Most people who've heard this record 
were surprised at how difficult it 
is to categorise. Some expected an 
instrumental album of violin material, 
others, knowing that I've been the 
violinist with The Wonder Stuff for 
over eight years, thought it would be 
all folksy acoustic-based material. But 
I'm happy this record can't be pinned 
down as it appeals to my contrary 
nature. Chris Frantz of Talking Heads 
and Tom Tom Club said I could call it 
'art rock'. It's the closest description 
I've heard yet, so I'll go with that. 
What made you decide to start 
singing and form your very own 
'art-rock' band? 

Well, I was sick of not being able 
to listen to any current music that 
impressed me lyrically and visually. 

I was finding everything a bit 
'dishwatery' and safe, so I thought 


me in the past, "Oh, you're really tall, 
why don't you become a model?" 

So that song is a list of reasons why 
I never wanted to become a model. 

So the catfight is symbolic? 

Yeah, I don't like the modelling world. 
I've never been involved in it, but I hear 
bad things. The latest one involved 
models eating fruit juice-soaked cotton 
wool balls in order to fill their concave 
little bellies. I have a hard time 
understanding why anyone would 
want to pursue catwalk modeling as 
a career, and I'm equally bemused as 
to why it's glamourised by the media. 
I'd rather spend my prime creating 
music and art, not puking and posing 
for money, but that's just me. 

Why did you call the album 
Imminent Room ? 

In the States, an Imminent Room is 
where death row inmates spend the 
last few moments of their life before 
being executed. This sent me down 
a train of thought of how it might feel 
to be in an Imminent Room, and how 
you'd try to make peace with yourself 
and perhaps exorcise some demons 
by reflecting on your own life. I put 
myself into a mindset of only having 
a limited time left and how, if possible, 

I could lay some of my own ghosts to 
rest by recounting past relationships 
with ex-friends and lovers... and

instead of complaining, which I do too 
often, I'd do something about it. 

One of the tracks you collaborate 
with Jeff Walker of grindcore 
metallers. Carcass. That's a strange 
combo. How did that come about? 

I played violin on his solo album 
Welcome To Carcass Cuntry, so 
I phoned him up to see if he could 
return the favour. He sings on a track 
called 'Neon Crucifix' which is a cheery 
ditty about your best mate becoming 
a born again Christian. Jeff provides 
some filthy bass and death metal ly 
backing vocals in the chorus where he 
'sings' "thank God". It's pretty unigue. 

I honestly think he made the track. 

And to think Walker has recorded 
his solo album with violin on it... 

I think it was a collection of country 
songs, and for one of the tracks he 
had a strings section. He visited the 
Conservatoire in Birmingham where 
I was studying music to find musicians. 
I saw a poster on the wall and thought, 
"Fuck, yeah! I'll have some of that!" 

In the music video for 'Manikin' 
you have a catfight with a model... 
Yes, I'm 6ft tall and the song's all 
about the times people have said to 


generally trying to make sense of 
my own life up until now. 

So there's an ongoing personal 
theme linking the songs? 

Well, the futility of life is hinted at 
throughout, especially in the darker 
and moodier tracks, so there's a loose 
underlying theme, but it's not really 
a 'proper' concept album in a prog 
sense, even though the music could 
be described as progressive in places. 
As far as the violin goes, got any 
'rock'n'roll / punk' violin heroes? 

I love the Polish violinist Grayzna 
Bacewicz, who was prolific in the 
1930s. She wrote a lot of pieces for 
solo violin, and they're so aggressive 
and progressive. It's angular and 
dissonant, and very cheeky. She's like 
the violin eguivalent of prog metal. 
Nigel Kennedy was also a massive 
influence on me growing up. 

Now you've released your debut, 
is it your ambition to play with 
Marilyn Manson? 

Probably not. I was a fan of his earlier 
stuff, but he's lost the plot and keeps 
firing all these good musicians he 
works with. Can I go on the record 
of saying I think he might be done...? 
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Cure lor a splitting headache. 


THIS APTLY NAMED FINAL 

blockbuster for PlayStation 3 has 
unwittingly, though fittingly, arrived to 
coincide with World WarZ\n cinemas. 
But whereas Brad Pitt's showbiz-tacular 
movie pumps the familiar zombie vein, 
Uncharted studio Naughty Dog leaps 
for the could-happen jugular. 

Twenty years after a global plague, 
survivors Joel and El lie venture out 
into the US wastelands, confronted 
by the infected and violent gangs of 
opportunists. Forty-something Joel 
is very much Ellie's senior, the latter 
a spunky 14 year-old, reckless upon 
being freed from a guarantine zone. 
There are shades of Mattie Ross and 
Rooster Cogburn from True Grit, to 
give you a handle on it. 

Themes from Resident Evil and Dead 
Island emerge, such as scavenging for 
health-boosting fauna and workshops to 
fashion ’improvised' weapons and tools, 
but The Last Of Us successfully stakes its 
own survival horror claims. There's a true 
sense of abandonment and helplessness, 
you find yourself relying on instinct and 
self-awareness to succeed. Sometimes 
you need to know when to run, just as 
readily as seizing opportunities that 
survival cannot afford to miss. 

Anyone au fait with Naughty Dog's 
dramatic triumphs in the Uncharted 
series will know that convincing human 
interaction is a particular hallmark of 
theirs. Dynamics between characters 
operate on many levels; some are spelled 
out while others you're left to wonder. 
The most compelling trait of the Joel 


- Ellie relationship is balance between 
burden and boon. Joel is an experienced 
survivor but world weary by now, and so 
Ellie's apparent naivety can sometimes 
lead to breakthroughs in a tactical 
situation. Similarly, Joel's combat smarts 
aren't always dependable, whereas Ellie's 
cocky improvising and anger-driven 
fearlessness are surprising. 

Also, whatever is going on between 
our ’teacher' and ’pupil' excuses any 
necessary gameplay hints that would 
otherwise interrupt a perfectly invisible 
user-interface: There is no Heads Up 
Display (HUD) while exploring, and only 
very basic, unobtrusive icons to show 
remaining ammo or tool status. 

Instead, Ellie trails after her rescuer 
and mentor Joel, cockily humming 
tunes in between shouting advice. 

As one last hurrah for PlayStation 3, 
The Last Of Us highlights how far games 
have progressed since straightforward 
shooters and open-world run-arounds. 
There is a traditional structure beneath 
the story driven escapade, but stage 
variation, mission types and role-playing 
style upgrades are seamlessly woven 
into something that feels much closer 
to an interactive movie. 

Aside from the mutants that 
threaten Joel and Ellie on their bleeding- 
edge odyssey, The Last Of Us is most 
chilling when confronting the monstrous 
intent of a desperate military, and 
bloodlust fuelled by the greed of fellow 
human beings. If after all this you need 
some reason to be cheerful, at least you 
get a feast for your eyes while tortured 
souls are gnawing on your bones.

If the 'Michael Bay' trials of Lara Croft 
in Tomb Raider didn't appeal to your alt 
taste too much, you might be intrigued 
by the more 'Luc Besson' styling of 
Remember Me. Whereas Ms Croft 
wound up, inevitably, wielding twin 
pistols and shotguns to punish her 
enemies, memory-hunter Nilin puts 
mainly her mind to the task. OK, 
she throws a decent punch too... 

The setting is near-future Paris, 

2084 to be exact, and mega-corporation 
MEMORIZE has taken the dream / 
reality concept of Total Recall and 
expanded it to world-conguering 
degrees. Its 'Sensen' product has 
transformed modern civilisation into a 
walking-talking world wide web, eager 
to share one another's life experiences 
via brain implant, unwittingly handing 
over the last bastion of human freedom 
- our freedom of thought. The lead girl, 
Nilin, was once a MEMORIZE agent, 
secretly stealing and altering memories

on her employer's behalf. Somehow, 
though, Nilin has her noodle wiped, 
pissing her off enough to declare 
a private war on MEMORIZE. 

Gameplay pans out along similar 
lines to the 8/zo/re-favourite Batman 
videogames, although more linear and 
with a nod to the movie Inception. 

While infiltrating enemy strongholds, 

Nilin defends against MEMORIZE agents 
or mind-addled sewer-dwelling Leapers 
using a combo-oriented combat system. 
When the dust settles she sets about 
using her memory-remixing prowess 
to manipulate tougher targets ahead. 

By rearranging the outcome of memories 
in progress, hapless foes are urged to 
figuratively fall upon their own swords 
or become allies. 

Though awkward to get along with 
compared to more obvious console fare, 
this ambitious and unusual adventure 
deserves to become something of a 
sleeper hit. Bizarre always has time 
for a bit of rough with the smooth.
